Zorro killed by his own sword Flash Gordon wanders 
among the stars weeping over the woman he loved 
seven universes ago. 
To know who today's boys and girls have in place of 
those departed heroes, you should have been at the 
Santa Barbara Airport at 8:30 Saturday morning. A 
super-hero 
replacem ent 
appeared, 
just 
as 
the 
newspapers said he would 
Of course, the kids showed up a lot before the 
announced arriving time. They wore a colorful array 
of T-shirts which depicted action pictures of what 
their super-hero does better than anybody alive.

culmination of years of daring feats that have made 
the 35-year-old m otorcycle stunt rider into a super­ 
hero and a legend.

Salmon fishing has been very slow, m ainly due to high 
winds and heavy seas. The recent influx of silver salm on 
has died out, and m ost of the few fish caught w ere kings. 
Bottom fish are still biting, with San Luis Sport Fishing 
running a daily boat, usually to Purisim a or Point Sal. 
Bottom fishing out of San Simeon has been out of this world, 
according to Virg Moore. Large ling cods and red snappers 
are filling the sacks. 
In the Santa Barbara-Ventura area, calico bass have been 
the center of attraction, with many lim its. Santa Barbara's 
SEA Landing reports som e halibut and a few bonito. 
With the water warming up the barracuda should be 
showing up. A few have already been taken around the 
Channel Islands, where fishing is in high gear. 
The albacore fishing has been very spotty. Big schools 
from the south were expected in the Channel Islands area, 
but several scout boats have not found any. 
Sm all red snappers are being taken from local piers and 
rocks, and anglers are advised that the lim it — 10 per 
fisherm an — is the sam e, regardless of size.

A petition is afoot to lim it the taking of anchovies in 
California coastal waters, in the interest of preservation of 
recreational fishing The petition asks the Fish and Game 
Com m ission to declare a three-year moratorium on taking 
of anchovies within the 12-mile lim it, and to lim it the 
anchovy reduction to the present quota of 100,000 tons in the 
southern permit zone and 10,000 tons in the northern zone. 
Petitions are available from the The Marlin Club, 2445 
Shelter Island Drive, San Diego. 
This valuable bait fish is in danger of being wiped out, as 
were the sardine and mackeral.

IIT h en gasoline goes into your tank, 
it's ending a journey that may 
have started at an oil field in West Texas 
or at a well halfway around the world. 
If you've ever traveled some distance 
on vacation, you know how necessary it 
is to plan your trip carefully. And even 
then you might he plagued by missed 
connections and delays. 


It's the same with oil. 
By planning and coordinating the 
movement of oil from the well to the 
gasoline pump, Exxon attempts to keep 
gasoline flowing to you efficiently, 
with minimum disruption.

products. We have some flexibility to 
change the production of one product 
vs. another to meet changes in demand, 
such as increased gasoline in the sum­ 
mer and heating oil in the winter. 
From the refinery the products begin 
flowing to you. 
4 
In the case of gasoline, it takes 
• about 650 million gallons in inven­ 
tory just to keep the supply system 
working. 
This gasoline is in our refineries, 
pipelines, ships and barges going to 
distribution terminals, and on trucks 
delivering it to service stations. 
Any additional inventory is used to 
keep gasoline flowing when normal 
delivery is delayed or we have to shut 
down some of our refining equipment 
for repairs or maintenance. 
Operating the supply system that 
brings gasoline to you takes close 
coordination between many different 
operations in many different places. 
Interruptions sometimes happen. 
When they do, inventories and 
ad justments in the system keep gasoline 
flowing to you with minimum delay.

Copper: the Midas touch 


By the end of the year, Congress may 
once again permit private citizens to own 
gold in form other than jewelry and to 
hoard or sell it on the open as they wish. 
Some observers anticipate a boom in 
world gold prices. 
Gold is one of the enduring things of 
history, 
both 
ph y s i c a l l y 
and 
psychologically. 
Empires 
have 
been 
conquered for it. Three-quarters of all the 
gold ever mined is still in existence. 
Yet of the present world inventory of 
between 2.5 and 3.5 billion troy ounces, 
only about one per cent serves an 
utilitarian use, mostly in jewelry. Gold has 
even ceased to be a backing for currency. 
It remains a symbol only, and symbol- 
minded people have made a fetish of it, 
claims one metal-minded businessman. 
“ If we dumped every ounce of gold in the 
ocean, the life-style of the world would be 
virtually unaffected,” says Herb Barchoff, 
president of Eastern Rolling Mills, Inc., of 
the Bronx, N Y. 
Next to gold in psychological value, and 
exceeding it in practical value, is silver. 


Although silver has important industrial 
uses, fully half of this is limited to two 
applications, photographic and electrical. 
Photopolymers and xerography could 
become effective replacements for silver 
in the next few years. Even should silver 
vanish from the scene, there would be 
some disruption, but the effects would be 
tolerable. 
The real workhorse, says Barchoff, is 
copper, without which industry would 
come to a grinding halt. Its absence would 
result in the complete collapse of our 
industrial infrastructure. 
Thus the move by the four biggest 
copper-producing 
countries 
to 
band 
together to raise prices in emulation of the 
oil producers 
could have far greater 
consequences in our daily lives than the 
lifting of the ban on gold ownership. 
Unless there is a massive expansion of 
copper production to maintain adequate 
supplies at a fair relative price, warns 
Barchoff, copper selling for two or three 
dollars a pound is not unthinkable in this 
decade.

Ford takes on tough ones 


WASHINGTON - Vice President 
Gerald H. Ford has eaten his way in 
seven months through more miles of 
creamed chicken and peas in patty 
shells than any political figure in 
recent times. The record is heroic — 
175 formal speeches, a total of 215 if 
everything including those "few 
brief remarks" is included 


At times he is 
above the political 
battle, as when he 
spoke at a Foreign 
Service Association 
luncheon 
commemorating 
the 
50th 
anni­ 
versary 
of 
the 
Rogers Act creating 
the service. But day 
after day he is out 
on 
the 
hustings 
ra lly in g 
the 
Republican 
troops 
who 
have 
fallen 
back in dispirited 
disarray. 


As proof of his courage he is going 
into the districts likely to be 
toughest for the Republicans in 
November 
One 
of 
his 
aides 
remarked that they should surely 
give him a break now and then by 
scheduling him to speak for a 
candidate with a better than even 
chance to be elected. 


Out of recent political history 
there is a striking parallel that says 
a lot for the future. When he was out 
of office following his defeat for 
governor of California, Richard 
Nixon beginning in 1966 went into 


congressional districts all over the 
country to speak. Practicing law in 
New York with his partner John N. 
Mitchell, he drove himself at a 
furious pace, often setting out on a 
Friday afternoon for a weekend of 
barnstorming. 


Laying up capital in the political 
bank, he had a sufficient number of 
delegates locked up long before the 
Republican 
convention 
of 
1968 
opened in Miami Beach This came 
as a cruel shock to his chief 
opponent. Gov Nelson Rockefeller 
of New York. 


With the same cultivation of the 
men and women who run the party, 
the Vice President is accumulating 
a tidy political capital that can be 
drawn on in 1976. No candidate now 
on the horizon has anything like this 
advantage. 


Ford insists at every opportunity 
that he will not be a candidate for 
the presidency or any other office 
come '76. That is a proper public 
posture. In private he is wholly 
realistic. He knows that a draft is 


inevitable 
if circumstances 
are 
roughly the same two years from 
now as they are today. 
To even hint at personal ambition 
would be to change the perspective. 
He would no longer be the good guy, 
Mr. Stalwart, coming to the aid of 
the party in its dire strait. 
While he has sometimes seemed 
to waver on Watergate and the 
predicament of the President, he 
has thus far not put a foot wrong. 
One reason is that he relies on 
demountable platitudes good for all 
seasons. 
One thing at this stage looks 
certain. If he were to inherit the 
office through the resignation or the 
impeachment of the President, the 
Republican 
convention 
would 
renominate Ford by acclamation. 
And the widely held view today is 
that he would be reelected on his 
own to a full four-year term 
Enter Mr. Clean untarnished by 
even a trace of the Watergate 
scandals and at the same time loyal 
to his party and his President. The 
analogy with Calvin Coolidge, who 
took over after the death of Warren 
Harding and Teapot Dome, has 
some resemblance to the Ford- 
Nixon scenario. Silent Cal was aided 
by the fact that the Democrats in 
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Who's on first? 


1924 tore themselves to pieces in 
fratricidal warfare. 
Thirsting for the Nixon scalp, as 
most Democrats are, a few have 
second 
thoughts 
about 
the 
consequences of putting Ford into 
the office. He might be there, 
granted 
that 
he 
inherits 
the 
presidency in the near future, not 
for just six years but perhaps for 10 
years. It is a sobering thought to the 
ambitious in the opposition. 
On balance, the Vice President is 
probably more conservative than 
the President. In the past he has 
been decidedly hawkish At a guess 
he would be less likely than Nixon to 
stand up to the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
on nuclear arms limitation il only 
because he is less experienced and 
less knowledgeable. 
With his 26 years in the House of 
Representatives, 
10 as minority 
lead er, 
he 
has 
a 
canny 
understanding of political trends. 
He took due note the other day of a 
Louis Harris poll that showed how 
Gov. George Wallace of Alabama 
had risen in popular esteem as a 
man of integrity. But the last 
paragraph in particular caught his 
eye. In trial heats with Ford, the 
Alabama governor finished on the 
down side, 55 to 36 


In no other governmental meeting 
do you get the caliber of exchange, 
the human soul searching or the 
kind of confrontation that you get in

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - The state 
Department 
of 
Water 
Resources 
is 
successfully recovering salty agricultural 
waste water in new experimental testing 
Department Director John R Teerink 
Monday said the tests at the waste water 
treatment evaluation facility near Fire- 
baugh have resulted in 90 per cent recovery 
of the otherwise unusable agricultural 
waste water 
“ The 90 per cent recovery success 
enhances the prospect of using treated 
agricultural waste water for power plant 
cooling, thus reducing the future fresh 
water demand and alleviating agricultural 
disposal problems in the San Joaquin 
Valley," Teerink said 
The process, he added, also has the 
potential for use in the giant desalter to 
implement the Colorado River Salinity 
Control Program of the federal govern­ 


ment under an agreement with Mexico 
The recovery process utilizes “ reverse 
osmosis desalting," Teerink said, and 
involves a complicated ion exchange 
An over simplification of the process, he 
said, would be to compare it to a home 
water softener 
The Firebaugh studies, Teerink said, 
have been under way since July 1971 in 
conjunction 
with 
scientists 
from 
the 
University of California at Los Angeles 
The project has cost $600,000 so far, with 
$100,000 coming from the Federal Office of 
Saline Water 
Teerink 
also 
said 
his 
department 
expected to design a larger pilot plant next 
year. That plant, he said, would provide the 
cost information necessary to evaluate the 
possible use of the process as a means of 
handling the agricultural waste water of 
the rich San Joaquin Valley

Atomic fuel theft 
topic of FEA talk 
Texas deaths: Henley guilty 


SAN 
ANTONIO, 
Tex 
(U PI) — As his mother sat 
in the gallery sobbing about 
a kangaroo court, Elmer 
Wayne 
Henley 
was 
convicted Monday of killing 
six boys lured to the home of 
a 
bachelor 
electrician, 
sexually tortured and mur­ 
dered 
“ 1 guess it’s fun to watch 
them squirm and scream 
and plead for their lives," 
prosecuting attorney Don 
Lambright said in his final 
arguments before the jury 
began one hour and 32 
minutes of deliberations. 
"What kind of human being 
—a word I’m reluctant to 
use — takes that kind of 
pleasure in taking another 
little human being’s life? 
“ How can you get to the 
point in life when you’ve 
killed a little 15-year-old boy 
who lived down the street 
from you? How can you sit 
on the curb and eat fried 
chicken while they bring 
eight of your buddies out of 
a boat shed and you know 
there are nine more of them 


there?" 
Testim ony 
in 
the 
sentencing phase of 
the 
trial, which began today, 
could last a week —as long 
as the trial testimony itself 
Henley could receive 99 
years or life for each of the 
six killings. 
“ They can’t kill them, but 
they can do that for us,” 
said 
Bettie Shirley, 
the 
mother of one of the victims 
in asking that Henley be 
given 
the 
maximum 
sentence. 
Mary Henley’s face was 
puffed and red from crying 
and said her son’s trial was 
“ a kangaroo court if there 
ever was one. There’s no 
way to describe it. It wasn’t 
fair " 
Henley, whose trial was 
moved from Houston to San 
Antonio 
because 
of 
the 
extensive 
publicity 
in 
Houston 
surrounding 
the 
recovery of the 27 victims of

charged with taking part in 
the killings.

Brooks, 19, will be tried 
later.

Henley shot Corll on Aug. 8. 
1973, and then told police 
about the killings and, with 
the help of Brooks, led 
police to three places in 
Texas where bodies were 
buried 
in 
lime 
soaked 
graves. 
Defense 
attorney 
Will 
Gray pleaded for mercy 
before the jury telling the 
six men and six women that 
Corll was the instigator of 
the 
murders 
and 
had 
influenced Henley, who was 
14 when the first boy was 
killed. 
“ The monster is dead," 
Gray said “ I just ask that 
you 
somehow, 
someway 
judge 
this 
evidence 
as 
unemotionally as you can. 
Give this boy the benefit of 
every reasonable doubt if 
you can find it in your hearts 
to do so. "

jetliner industry. 
It was on July 15, 1954, 
that 
the 
prototype 
707, 
dubbed the “ Dash 80," lifted 
off for a one hour, 24 minute 
flight. The flight, 
which 
coincided 
with 
the 
38th 
anniversary 
of 
Boeing, 
vindicated the company’s 
$16 million in development 
costs. 
The 
plane 
"Dash-80" 
came from the engineering 
designation 
367-80. 
The 
plane made flights for 18 
years in the development of 
numerous modifications to 
the 707 before the pioneer 
was 
retired 
to 
the 
Smithsonian Institute as one 
of the 12 most significant 
aircraft of all time. 
The prototype was the 
beginning point lor Boeing 
of

than 2,500 jet 
airliners and more than 800 
military transports.

Bevis said the fertilized 
eggs were then returned to 
the mothers’ wombs and the 
women gave birth to normal 
babies. He said the children 
— the oldest 18 months — 
appeared 
to be growing 
normally. 


“ It is a matter of luck,” 
he said. "So many have 
been attempted that by the 
law of averages some have 
come through." 


Bevis said the technique 
involved taking eggs from a 
woman, placing them in a 
nutrient solution with sperm 
for seven to 10 days and then 
returning the fertilized eggs 
to the womb 


He told a British Medical 
Association conference one 
baby was born in Britain 
and two on the European 
continent. 
Bevis refused to disclose 
the 
identities 
or 
whereabouts of the doctors 
and the babies. He said the 
children’s birth had been 
kept secret until now for 
fear of publicity. 


He said test tube birth 
was used for women with 
blocked 
fallopian 
tubes 
preventing fertilization of 
eggs.
